Since 
the article was written, some of the 
organizations have changed _ their 
methods of mailing and distribution 
and in some cases show a saving of 
almost 75% in cost of mailing. On 
the whole, their cost compares very 
favorably with other organizations of 
this nature and, of course. there is no 
question that they have done and are 
doing a wonderful work.

We are just in receipt of word from 
this man that “The Secret Service De- 
partment states that the reproductions 
are illegal and all use of them must 
be stopped.” 

Collectors who have acquired sets 
of these covers will of course feel 
happy over their acquisition for the 
covers were a very handsome set and 
why anyone should take the trouble 
to even waste words in declaring them 
illegal is beyond our imagination. 

We often wonder what is behind the

Thinking the 
matter over from every angle still 
leaves us in the dark as far as giv- 
ing an answer that would sound sane. 

Sometimes we wonder if the offi- 
cials are afraid that some of the post- 
office employees might be so dumb 
as to permit the use of such pictures 
for the payment of postage. 

So far as we understand the mat- 
ter, the United States is the only 
country in the World which enforces 
this regulation. 

Let us hope that if the election of 
Mr. Roosevelt accomplishes nothing 
else that it might lead to a change 
in this silly ruling. 


HERE IS THE Recentiy a collector 
ANSWER complained at great 

length about the fact 
that dealers and also collectors did 
not use choice copies of stamps on 
their philatelic mail. We are now 
in receipt of a letter from a dealer 
which probably answers that com- 
plaint. 

This dealer says “a dealer does not 
use better stamps on his mail because 
he has to use up the stamps that are 
sent to him in payment of bills. In 
my business I offer to take stamps 
in place of checks for small amounts 
and I wish you could see the stuff that 
is sent me. Naturally the collector 
wishes to get rid of his off center 
stuff, so I can’t see that anyone is to 
blame, but of all torn stamps, straight 
edges and off center stamps that I 
eet and then have to use up on some 
poor fellow I’d like to use nice stamps 
for! Dunt esk!” 

All of which reminds us that we 
know this to be a fact for we get 
heaps of them ourselves and it is 
sometimes a task to get rid of them. 
We are obliged to pick the choicest 
nieces to move through Philatelic 
sources, use the larger pieces of .or- 
dinary stamps to sell to business 
houses which take some off our hands 
and use the scrap on our own mail. 
Otherwise we would be glutted with 
a heavy surplus of stamps which we 
ean not buy pie with.

The rival dealer gave 
us a three inch advt because his 
name was mentioned. Our policy 
with this column is to let our cor- 
respondent mention anyone, without 
regard to whether they spend ad- 
vertising money with us or not. We 
consider the matter news and as 
news we print it. The author of 
this column is a New York man 
who has had heaps of philatelic ex- 
perience and is well known in New 

York. He wishes his identity kept 
secret and it shall be so. In due 








time he will doubtless cover every- 
one and as the town is a big one 
this will take time. We have no 
interest in the fights in the trade 
which are doubtless like all other 
lines of business. Printers in this 
town are chasing customers trying 
to give their printing away and 
sooner or later a lot of them will | 
suffer what they deserve. Stamp | 
dealing carried on in that manner 
will come to the same end. We 
have little respect for the man who 
don’t know enough to get a decent 
price for what he has to sell.

William Penn Varieties 


Letters are at hand from several 
readers who have found varieties in 
the Penn Stamps. Reference to a 
break in the line under the name 
WILLIAM PENN has led numerous 
of our readers to look for similar va- 
rieties and Leon C. Herrick of Lapeer, 
Mich., reports break in line under 
LIA of WILLIAM on plate 21070 
upper left pane, stamp No. 3. On the 
fourth stamp in this same sheet line 
is broken under the M and in the sec- 
ond row a stamp, position not men- 
tioned has break in line under the W. 

Edward Mosser of Philadelphia re- 
ports plate 21064, lower right pane, 
seventh stamp with break in line 
under the A in William. 

Sol Altman of New York reports 
the break in the line under the E of 
Penn on the stamp in the second row 
above a plate number 21074. Position 
of sheet is not given. 

Bert Brownell of Fairport, N. Y., 
reports that plate 21961, top right 
pane shows breaks in the line under 
the name on the 33rd and 78th stamps 
in this sheet. 

It is therefore evident that the 
broken line is quite a frequent occur- 
rence in this stamp. This is doubtless 
accounted for by the fact that this 
line is very fine and must be cut quite 
shallow in the plate and is therefore 
possible that the apparent break may 
be due solely to lack of ink, rather 
than to any defect in the plate.
